Could this be TREASON, or is it incom- 
petence, or is it just plain stupidity? I wish 
I had the answer but, with the credibility gap 
that exists within the Administration, you 
had better not bet your life, although the Ad- 
ministration is demanding that millions of 
our young men bet their lives in the cause 
of freedom. 

Some of you may have forgotten, but it 
really happened , , . the Pueblo was captured 
and towed into Wonsan port, without firing a 
shot. Somehow, I am not prone to forget a 
matter like this, but who can write a half- 
way intelligent report when Ambassador 
Goldberg tells one story, Secretary Rusk tells 
another story, and Secretary McNamara has 
not the slightest idea what happened... in

My first inclination, based on the intelli-

WE MAY BE HEADED FOR 
ANOTHER 1929 
FINANCIAL PANIC

“Publie psychology and politics played a 
leading part in the money panics of 1920, 


1929-33, and 1937. What is important to un- - 


derstand in the light of our present money 
troubles is that it was the remedies that came 
after an event that caused those three great 
money panics, and the economic depressions 
that followed.” (D.M.S. Letter 12-15-64) 

The FIASCO (remedies) that took place 
over the weekend (Mar. 16, 17, 1968) will be 
even less effective than that which the great 
financial leader of Wall Street, J. P. Morgan, 
called to attempt to stop the 1929 financial 
panic. Today, there is NO great financial 
leader in the United States. Yet Morgan and 
all the great financial houses, only succeeded. 
in temporarily stopping the panic. True, it 
turned the market up until the spring of 1930, 
when it became apparent that the vaulted 
power of the United States and its Federal 
Reserve Bank were powerless against world 
opinion. 

“The actions that have followed the en- 
actment of the Federal Reserve Act, have 
been one of greater instability of our money 
than possibly in any time in the entire his- 
tory of the United States, with the possible 
exception of the Revolutionary War.” (D.M.S. 
Letter 12-15-64). 

“When the tide turns and the public confi- 
dence turns to fear, we will find ourselves 
once again in a money panic, an economic 
panic, and a banking panic.” (D.MLS. Letter 
12-15-64) 

The recent Gold Panic was only a rehears- 
al for the coming event. We have long passed 
the “point of no return”, and neither the
